DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Affairs at the National Capital. 
[Special to the Record-Unios.] 
W ashington, January 10th.—Willis of 
Kentucky, Chairman ot the House Commit­ 
tee on Education and Labor, has added Rep 
resentative Page to the sub-committee, who 
will hold a meeting next Thursday to con­ 
sider the subject of Chinese immigration and 
agree upon some restrictive bill, with the 
view to obtaining the promptest possible ac­ 
tion by the full committee, and consequently 
by the House whenever the committee shall 
be called upon for reports. It is probable 
that the committee will recommend the pass­ 
age of the measure which was vetoed last 
year (commonly known as the fifteen-passen­ 
ger bill), omitting the clause that required 
notice to be given of the abrogation of two 
specified articles of the Burlingame Treaty. 
The objections of the President’s veto mes­ 
sage, it will be remembered, were based upon 
this clause, the ground being taken that 
formal notice of a direct abrogation of any 
one portion of the treaty wus equivalent to 
giving notice of the abrogation of the whole 
of the treaty, and in fact amounted to a sev­ 
erance of all diplomatic relations with China. 
It remains to be seen whether the President 
will question the right of Congress to modify 
the operation of a treaty indirectly by legis­ 
lative action ; but at all events the California 
delegation are disposed to give him an oppor­ 
tunity, as soon as possible, to pass upon a 
bill divested of the principal objection upon 
which he based his veto last year. 
The refusal of the Supreme Court to ad­ 
vance the legal-tender case upon its docket 
has strengthened the determination of the ad­ 
vocates of repeal of the legal-tender power 
of greenbacks to press that proposition upon 
the attention of Congress at the earliest prac­ 
ticable moment during the present session ; 
and although many members are strongly 
averse to going upon the record in regard to 
so troublesome a question, there is no longer 
any doilbt that it will soon have to be dis­ 
posed of in some way. The proposition has 
undoubtedly lost strength during the holi­ 
day recess, for a number of Congressmen 
who were read^ before the Christmas ad­ 
journment to vote, if not for an immediate 
repeal, at least for a repeal at some future 
date, have returned from their constituents 
firmly convinced that the “ let-wyllenough- 
alone* policy is the wisest. In short, the 
impression has apparently gained ground that 
the existing business prosperity might be en­ 
dangered by any financial legislation, and the 
present outlook is that both houses will 
adopt resolutions in favor of letting the cur­ 
rency alone. 
Letters lately received here from Consul 
Mosby, at Hongkong, bring information 
that he will leave China for home some time 
this week. 
Senator Farley and Representative Berry 
filed a joint recommendation for the appoint­ 
ment of Alexander Dunn, County Clerk of 
Colusa county, as Supe: visor of Census for 
the Third California Census District. He 
will undoubtedly be appointed. They have 
also recommended E. L. Griffiths, of Fresno, 
for appointment as Census Supervisor in tie 
Fourth District, but as Representative 
Facheco and Senator Booth have asked that 
Charles W. Dana be appointed for this dis­ 
trict, which is composed of the greater part 
of Pacheco’s Congressional District, it is 
uncertain which of the two will get it. 
The Acting Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to-day approved the Minto 
survey of the ltancho Valle de San) Jose, 
comprising 17,1534 acres in Kan Diego county, 
and the pateut will be issued next week. 
The report of Special Agent Starett to the 
Postoffiee Department, concerning Weils, 
Fargo & Co.’s delivery of letters on the Pa­ 
cific coast, sets forth the magnitude of their 
business in this respect by stating that they 
purchase, on an average, 200,000 stamped en­ 
velopes per month in San Francisco, and 
doubtlegs a proportionate number in Port­ 
land, Salt Lake City, aud other places. The 
grounds upon which the Department is asked 
to interfere with this business are; First— 
That Wells, Fargo & Co. do not charge 
double rate of postage, and consequently the 
three cent stamped envelopes which they sell 
for five cents contain often more mail matter 
than would pas» through a Postoffiee for 
three cents. Secondly—That the company’s 
eorres[>ondence between its various bark­ 
ing houses is carried free, and that besides 
thia, the Western Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany and the Central Pacific Railroad 
have an arrangement with the Express 
Company by which their letters are trans­ 
ported without cost, thus depriving the Gov­ 
ernment of the postage it should receive. 
Third—It is alleged that about one-fifth of 
the express company’s five hundred agents on 
the Pacific slope are Postmasters, aud that 
they are amenable to the law for selling 
stamped envelopes at higher prices than the 
Government charges. 
The committee of 
prominent Post Office Department officials 
who have been appointed to examine this 
subject will thoroughly examine it, hut it 
does not seem to be generally expected that 
they will discover any statute authorizing 
material interference with the existing busi­ 
ness, and in view of the formidable litigous 
resources of the company, and the opposition 
already indicated on the part of California 
representatives against the suggested cur­ 
tailment of the business facilities of the 
company’s constituents, it is probable that 
the committee will move in the matter very 
cautiously.

at the depot who made some demonstration, 
bnt only in the way of unpleasant words, to­ 
ward the Indians.

I believe in sending the National 
Banks and their Directors to the lowest re 
gions of hell, and if the American people 
hail any courage they would hang John Sher 
man.Rev. De La Matyr, in immaterial garb, 
then read the call for the National Conven 
tion to be held in Chicago, J une 9, 1880. 
A delegate then moved to condemn the na 
tional authorities for not enforcing the eight- 
hour law. “ Let us all vote for this," cried 
Kearney ; “ the crawling, creeping serpents 
will come to ua by and by for relief.” The 
motion was adopted. 
After the meeting adjourned, Kearney 
made another speech, beginning by announc 
ing his readiness to lead a gang of men 
to Maine to oppose any troops which might 
be gent there. In the course of his tirade he 
advocated lynch law freely, and denounced 
John Sherman as a thief, who would steal 
coppers from a dead man’s eyes, and then 
kick the corpse because they were not Bilver. 
“ Fill my belly with potatoes,”said he, “ and 
I am a man. Give me a dollar based on a 
potato or a cabbage, that will sustain life, 
and not a bit of gold to stick in women’s ears 
and men’s teeth." At the close he dealt with 
the Chinese question and provisions in rela­ 
tion ta the new Constitution of California. 
“ If the United States meddles with that 
Constitution,” he cried, “^we will lop off Cal­ 
ifornia and form a solid* West, and with a 
solid South we will whip the devil out of New 
England.” 
The G reenbaekers' Platform . 
W a sh in g to n , January 10th.—The -call of 
the Greenback Conference for a Convention 
denounces bankers, stock-jobbers, land-grab 
bers and others, who, it is affirmed, have as 
sumed control of the Government and filled 
the land with pauperism, crime aud misery ; 
who have assailed the very foundations of 
popular government. It declares that 1(50,000 
people in the District of Columbia are dis­ 
franchised. They give up all personal aims 
and opinions for the purpose of restoring the 
control of the Government to the whole peo­ 
ple through the representatives chosen h" 
them, uninfluenced by bribery, intimidation 
or sectional hate ; to enable the people to re­ 
cover complete sovereignty over elections, 
currency, lands and lines of internal com­ 
munication, and finally to embody in law and 
enforce the right of each laborer to the Re­ 
sults of his toil. 
That a Convention of the National Green­ 
back-Labor party be held in Chicago, 111., 
Wednesday, the 9th of June, 1880, and that 
the basis of representation shall be, from each 
State four delegates aud four alternates at 
large, and two delegates and two alternates 
from each Congressional District, and two 
delegates and two alternates from each Terri­ 
tory and the District of Columbia. 
(Signed.) Thomas H. Murch. Chairman of 
the Conference and of the Congressional 
Committee ; E. P. Dewes, Chairman of the 
National Committee. 
The report was adopted without debate by 
a uuaniinous rising vote. 
A resolution was offered and adopted en­ 
dorsing Hendrick B. Wright’s Homestead 
I.and bill, and General Weaver’s bill for 
equalization of soldiers’ pay and bounties, but 
immediately after its adoption Weaver him­ 
self put in an appearance, and said this was 
neither the time nor the place to pass such a 
resolution, and that he hoped the Conference 
would reconsider its action and allow the 
resolution to be withdrawn. 
A motion to reconsider was adopted, and 
the resolution waB withdrawn. Adjourned 
sine die. 
Parnell and D illon—Appeals Tor B elief of 
the Distressed In Ireland. 
N ew Y ork. January 9th.—Mr. Parnell 
started subscriptions for the poor of Ireland 
on the Cotton Exchange to-day, and spoke at 
the Academy of Music to-night to a large 
audience. He said they simply wanted heip 
so as to prevent their poor people from being 
starved to death. In one way or another, 
the Irish people would insist on having the 
land of Ireland for themselves. In conolu- 
sion, he said he felt confident that the time 
very near at hand when they would 
strike a fatal blow at the present land system 
of Ireland. 
John Dillon also spoke at length of the 
condition of the unfortunate people uf Ire­ 
land.At the conclusion of Dillon’s speech, Henry 
Ward Beecher was introduced. He said he 
could not allow this opportunity to pass 
without saying something for the unfortunate 
people who were in distress, while there were 
prairie lands enough in America to raise 
substance enough for Ireland and all other 
countries. lie said men who tilled laud 
should be the ow ners of it, and, when they 
were not, land-owners were holding them by 
their throats. 
Father Hickey followed Beecher, and at the 
conclusion of his address the meeting ad­ 
journed. 
Mr. Parnell has issued an address to the 
people of America, asking for contributions 
to alleviate the distress in Ireland, and stat­ 
ing that all subscriptions collected for relief 
purposes may be forwarded to Drexel, Mor­ 
gan .it Co., of this city, who will forward the 
money to the Treasurers uf the National 
Land League in Ireland. 
I’aruell anil Dillon al Philadelphia. 
P hiladelphia, January 10th.—Parnelland 
Dillon had a warm welcome here to-day. As 
they alighted from the train an address was 
presented, in which it was hoped God would 
bless their efforts in behalf of the down­ 
trodden Irish. A committee escorted them 
to the Academy of Music, which was crowded, 
and on the stage were a notable company. 
Parnell made a speech. 
Resolutions were adopted expressing deep 
sympathy with the suffering people of Ire­ 
land, denouncing their oppressors in unstinted 
terms, and pledged assistance out of personal 
means as much as possible. George W. 
Childs was unable to be present, and sent a 
check for §1,000. 
Dealli or Frank Leslie. 
N ew Y ork, January 10th.—Frank Leslie, 
the publisher, died this aiternoon at his resi­ 
dence, on Fifth avenue, from a fibrous tumor 
of the throat. He had been suffering from it 
for some time past. 
Plan to Rob a Grave Frustrated. 
N ew Y ork, January 10th.—The Herald 
says : Sujierintendeut Palmer, of Maple 
Grove Cemetery, where the body of Count 
Joannes was buried, received information 
on Wednesday that §500 had been offered 
for the bead and brain of the Count, aud 
that an attempt Would be made to steal the 
body some night that week. On that night 
Palmer and one of his laborers kept watch, 
and three men were detected in the cemetery 
in a secluded part, evidently waiting for a 
favorable opportunity to begin the work of 
exhumation, which would not have required 
more than two hours’ time. The men went 
out of the cemetery and down the railroad 
track, as Palmer and his assistant ap­ 
proached their hiding-place. On Thursday 
tive men visited the cemetery during the day 
and paid particular attention to that part of 
the grounds in which the late Count’s grave 
is located, and that night Palmer kept four 
men on guard.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
Slarlllng Rumors from Hie A fgluu 
F rontier. 
. 
New Y ork, January 10th.—A London dis­ 
patch says : There is a rumor about town to 
the effect that the Government is in posses­ 
sion of Btartling and alarming news front In­ 
dia, which it is endeavoring to keep secret 
until a Cabinet council can be held to con­ 
sider it. Mohammed Jan is believed to have 
been reinforced by several thousand of Shere 
Ali’s regulars, from whom the cannon now 
mounted at Ghuznai were probably obtained. 
He has assumed political as well as military 
authority, and is collecting revenues in the 
name of Mowa Khan, whom he pretends to 
regard as tbe rightful and reigning Ameer, 
though temporarily kept out of his capital 
by forcible occupation by the British. He has 
sent emissaries to Turkistan, commissioned to 
stir the people up to engage in immediate 
warfare upon the British, as the common 
euemy; and the probabilities are said to 
be that on account of his high repu­ 
tation as a soldier and commander in 
the wars with Turkistan, he will have no in- 
onsiderable success in raising men to join 
him in Ghuznai, or to begin hostilities on a 
home basis. It is not believed that General 
Roberts will hazard an advance on Ghuznai 
befoie spring. The difficult nature of the 
road between the capital and the fortress will 
of itself preclude this during the winter, ren­ 
dering an advance almost or quite as perilous 
from Cabul ss from Candabar, from which 
point the contemplated expedition is for the 
present abandoned, although the distance is 
only about one-third as great. The rumor 
that Abdul Karura is raising a force in Ko- 
histan for Mohammed, is regarded as well 
authenticated. 
The fact tha* Ghuznai 
is understood to be a most important center 
of the military operations of the insurgents, 
and is the strongest fortress in the country, 
and that no efforts are propos-d toward its 
capture, is held here to he significant of tiie 
existing situation in British Afghanistan. 
BlMiiari-k ut the Point or Denih. 
New York, January 10th.—A dispatch 
from Berlin says the Tribune of that city 
states that Prince Bismarck is worse, and his 
death is believed to be imminent. The Em­ 
peror is said to have displayed much anxiety 
concerning the Chancellor during the last 
twenty-four hours. All the members of the 
I’rince’s family have been summoned to Var- 
zin. 
A Srn*at!ou In n Chnrch, 
London, January 10th.—The most intense 
excitement was occasioned to-day by a sensa­ 
tional scene in the H&lton Garden Italian 
Church. While the priest was celebrating 
mass, a man in the audience fired a pistol at 
him. The church was crowded, alid the noise 
caused a semi-panic. The altar was struck 
by the bullet, and subsequently the flames 
started out from the sides of the altar, and 
the church was damaged £1,000. The man 
was arrested after a hard fight by th^ police, 
and when taken into custody had a long 
Btiletto in his hand, with which he attempted 
to stab those who seized him. 
A lbanians Defeated by M outenegrans. 
London, January 10th.—A Vienna corre­ 
spondent confirms the report that a conflict 
has taken place near Giesinji, in which the 
Montenegrans defeated the Albanians, but 
places the strength of the force engaged at 
5,000 for the former, and 7,000 of the latter. 
The Albanians were commanded by the 
chief of the Albanian league. The fight 
lasted five hours.

P a r i s , January 10th.—A serious strike is in 
progress among miners in the Basin of the 
Loire.

Lieutenant-General Bkobeloff, Russian In­ 
spector-General of cavalry, father of General 
Skobeloff, who distinguished himself in the 
Turkish war, is dead. 
A newspaper called The World has been 
suppressed at St. Petersburg for publishing 
objection al political articles. 
The United States Consul-General at 
Mexico writes that the superiority of Ameri­ 
can manufactures is beginning to be gener­ 
ally recognized, and that they are gradually, 
but decidedly, superseding European articles 
of similar character. 
A number of unemployed laborers at Cork, 
Ireland, Saturday, plundered meat aud bread 
shons. 
Process-serving was violently resisted in 
Killahare, county Galway, Ireland, tho par­ 
ish priest leading in the resistance and caus­ 
ing the chapel-bell to be rung to give warning 
of the approach of the servers.

At 3:30 the sub 
passed down behind a mass of light clouds, 
which were not, however, dense enough to ob­ 
scura the view. In fifteen minutes they 
were entirely out of the way, and during 
the remainder of the eclipse the view was 
perfectly uninterrupted. At 3:45 the gloom 
had deepened until the (ky assumed a 
leaden hue 
and spread a 
ghastly 
pallor over the faces of the party. 
The horses became restless, aud the chickens 
showed unmistakable signH of looking outfor 
a place <o roost.

Even strong men have often been 
pled for life by the prolonged strain 
ideut to such struggles, hut men are 
itted by nature to endure intiiitely more 
sustained labor of this kind tl an women. 
There are physiological facts vhich make 
:t perfectly certain that no .roman can 
undertake 
a long walking-n atch w ith­ 
out running the risk of complete physical 
collapse, and permanent and hopeless dis­ 
ablement. 
They must make their account 
with laying the foundation for diseases 
which will render their lives wretched as 
long as they endure, and which, if they are 
young, will prevent them from fulfilling 
the functions to which their sex is ordained. 
W hether it is worth while for the chance 
of winning a few hundred dollars to en­ 
counter such dangers, is for the women 
themselves to determine; hut at least they 
ought to know that they are putting their 
health and their capacity for enjoying life, 
at stake. 
W e confess, moreover, that the 
degree of pleasure derived from witnessing 
one of these matches seems dubious to us. 
For in the painful and laborious progress 
of the competitors, in their pitiful, crippled 
steps, and drawn and haggard faces, and 
dull, monotonous persistence, there are 
few elements of the agreeable. 
There is 
on’.y one possible way of regarding them 
after a little, aud that is the way in which 
one regards liorse races. 
It is a trial of 
endurance, and the creatures engaged in it 
can only be pitted against one another in a 
cruel way. 
In fact, the amusement is dis­ 
tinctly brutalizing to the spectators, and 
injurious to the performers, and while it is 
no doubt useless to expect that it will be 
Abandoned until the pedestrian craze dies 
out, it is open to rational people to hope 
that the craze may die out speedily. 


BISMARCK’S ILLNESS. 


The latest reports concerning the state of 
Bismarck s health are alarming. 
It is 
stated that his life is in imminent danger, 
and the fact **--» all the members of his 
family have been summoned in haste to 
Varziu, seems to confirm this statement. 
The strain that has been laid upon Bis­ 
marck for many years has been very great, 
and though he possessed an iron constitu­ 
tion, his enormous appetite for work, and 
iue terrible responsibility devolved upon 
him, must have impaired his vital re­ 
sources. 
His death at this juncture would 
bo moat unfortunate, both for Germany 
and 
Europe. 
It 
would 
almost 
cer­ 
tainly 
stim ulate 
to 
increased 
ac­ 
tivity 
every 
clement 
and 
intluence 
he has kept in chock. 
The situation as 
regards both Russia and France, would at 
once become critical. 
Socialism would 
rear its head anew. 
The enemies of the 
Empire, who are many, would be encour­ 
aged to attack the foundations of the still 
imperfectly cemented structure. 
There is 
no man in Germany capable of filling B:s- 
marck’a place. 
W ithout him the Em­ 
peror would be a cipher. 
He could not 
die at a worse time than the present, in 
short, and y et it is clear that even at the 
best he cannot live long, and that the 
clouds are gathering more darkly over 
Europe every year. 
The great standing 
armies of the oontinent are alone sufficient 
to neceeaitate war, and it will come, on a 
mope pploesal scale thpp ever, before long, 


Those whose only purpose is to create 
prejudice against the railroads o f this State 
have hastened to utilize the advance in 
freight rates which took ’effect on the 1st 
instant, and have represented the measure 
as being simply a manifestation of greed on 
the part of the corporations. 
The truth, 
however, is that this advance has been 
necessitated by the hostile legislation di­ 
rected against the railroads, and that the 
public may thank the demagogues and 
anti railroad bigots for it. 
It is necessary 
that the actual facts in the case should be 
made known, for it is only thus that the 
people can he brought to realize the m is­ 
chievous and suicidal character of the leg­ 
islation established by the new Constitu­ 
tion. 
Section'20, Article X II.. of that in ­ 
strument provides that “ whenever a rail- 
“ roatl 
corporation 
shall, 
for 
the 
“ purpose 
of 
competing 
w ith 
any 
“ common 
carrier, 
lower 
its 
rates 
“ {or transportation ofpasscngers or freights 
“ from o ie point to another, such reduced 
“ rates *hall not be again raised or in- 
“ creas«l from such standard without the 
“ consent of the governmental authority 
“ in winch shall he vested the power to 
“ regulate fares and freights.” Under this 
provision it would have been necessary for 
th e-railroads to accept for all time what­ 
ever rates the sharpest temporary compe 
tition might have compelled them to take 
on the 1st of January. 
I t frequently 
happens when transportation is free from 
legislative fetters that the natural course 
of Business warrants the fixing of competi 
tive rates af a standard which it would 
he ruinous to establish as a permanence. 
As, however, the Constitution decreed 
that whatever competitive rates were in 
force on the 1st of January should con­ 
tinue to be the standard 
indefinitely, 
and 
as 
in 
many 
cases 
this 
would 
have obliged the roads to do business at a 
loss, or would have prevented them from 
reaping in the future the legitimate profits 
arising from increase of traffic, they had 
no alternative but to protect themselves 
against injury by putting all their rates at 
a figure which afforded a reasonable re­ 
turn. 
Be it observed that the Constitu­ 
tion takes the power of fixing their own 
rates entirely out of their hands, after 
January the first. 
From that time for­ 
ward they are debarred from raising the 
rates anywhere between competitive points, 
and it is perfectly apparent that though 
the 
Constitution 
gives 
the 
Railroad 
Commissioners 
the 
power 
to 
author­ 
ize 
the 
raising 
of 
rates, 
the 
corpo­ 
rations 
cannot 
rely 
in 
any 
way 
upon this, since the Commissioners are 
practically estopped by the very nature of 
their functions and by their relations to 
the people, from consenting to such meas­ 
ures. 
The framers of the new Constitu­ 
tion undertook to supersede the owners 
and managers of the railroads in the con­ 
trol of those properties. 
They interfered 
in the most arbitrary and autocratic man­ 
ner with the natural course of business 
operations, and the recent increase in 
freights is one of the first consequences of 
their policy. 
There can he no question 
that freight rates would have continued to 
he governed by those natural laws which 
tend constantly toward the reduction of 
such charges, had not this and other ill- 
advised assaults beeu made upon the trans­ 
portation business. 


It is unfortunately the case that few 
people are accustomed to trace cause and 
effect with any care or thoroughness. 
If 
they did there would have been no dispo­ 
sition in any quarter to regard the Consti­ 
tutional 
provisions concerning railroads 
with approval, nor would the recent valid­ 
ation of the Thurman Act by the Supreme 
Court have been viewed 
in any other 
light than as a calamity to the people of 
California. 
For that A ct compels the 
Central Pacific Company to take from its 
earnings $1,250,000 a year for the payment 
of a debt which is not due for twenty 
years. 
Now the Thurman Act is a direct 
and heavy impost upon the company, and 
forces 
a large reduction of 
its avail­ 
able 
funds. 
A 
railroad 
has but 
one 
source 
of 
revenue, 
and 
that 
is 
the 
public. 
W hen, therefore, the Central Pa­ 
cific is compelled thus to pay its debts 
before they are due, it is driven to increase 
its charges, to the end that it may be en­ 
abled to earn the money extorted from it 
in defiance of the express provisions of the 
contract between the company and the 
U nited States. 
If that contract had been 
honorably maintained by the Government, 
it is certain that the natural growth of 
commerce would have enabled the company 
to meet its obligations at their maturity 
without in the meantime putting any press­ 
ure upon its customers. 
But as the case 
stands it is perfectly clear that the extra 
money must be earned, and experience 
pi oves that it cannot be earned without in­ 
creasing the rates of transportation. 
The 
railroad is here between two fires. Congress 
compels it to pay #1,250,000 a year into a 
sinking 
fund ; aud California demands 
that it shall reduce instead of raising its 
rates of freight and fare. 
Evidently the 
company cannot serve two masters, aud as 
evidently it must obey Congress, whose 
action lias received the indorsement of the 
Court of last resort. 
The Supreme Court 
decision on the Thurman Act had the effect 
of removing the Central Pacific from the 
jurisdiction of the State. 
This important 
fact we have already shown at length, and 
now the first practical results of the usurp­ 
ation are beginning to make themselves 
felt. 
W hen the Court decided that the 
company must pay this money, it really 
decided that the people of California must 
pay the greater part of it. 
It is vain for 
this public to imagine that it can traverse 
the decrees of Congress and the rulings of 
the Supreme Court. 
The Thurman Act 
must be obeyed, and iu order to obey it the 
desire of California for still further reduc­ 
tions in transportation rates must be ig­ 
nored. 


railroads for the increageof rates, however. 
They are acting under coercion, and not at 
all to please themselves. 
W hat is now 
happening is merely n new illustration of 
what always happens when ignorant, ma­ 
lignant and perverse people undertake to 
regulate matters which they do not under­ 
stand, and especially when they undertake 
blead interests which derive all their 
revenues from the people. 
W e do not 
know that there are any present means 
of 
relief. 
If 
Congress 
repealed 
the 
Thurman 
Act, 
and 
if 
the 
people 
of California amended the Constitution by 
striking out the mischievous clauses which 
seek to regulate commercial transactions in 
arbitrary ways, it would no doubt be pos­ 
sible for the corporations to return to their 
normal habits, and to consult the interests 
of their customers, as all sensible business 
men invariably do when let-alone. 
As 
these remedies are not easily applied, how­ 
ever, the probability is that the public will 
have to learn the lesson now set before them, 
at disagreeable length, and that they will 
have ample opportunity to form a correct 
estimate of tbe trustworthiness and w is­ 
dom of the demagogues and blatherskites 
who brought these emharrassments about.

NATIONAL 
CAPITAL

Between the new Constitution and the 
Thurman Act,

freights ha9 been forced upon the railroads 
of this State. 
As regards the Central 
Pacific there is no reison to believe that 
Statu jurisdiction will prove effectual to 
compel any reduction in rates, for, as we 
have shown, Congress lias usurped the 
sovereignty over that road completely. 
As 
regañís the branch lines which are not 
affected by Congressional interference, the 
present indication is that shippers will 
have to take the-ir choice between paving 
increased 
rates 
between 
competitive 
points, or resorting to other modes of car­ 
riage. 
For it ought to be plain to all 
by this time that the new Constitution 
has destroyed competition. 
It has pro­ 
hibited railroads from competing 
with 
river or ocean carriage. 
Sections 20 amT’ 
21, Article X II., have this effect. 
The 
railroads cannot help themselves. 
They 
must be centent with way business, un­ 
less shippers are willing to pay the hightr 
rates which have become unavoidable, in 
consideration of the saving in time.

TEE MAINE METAMORPHOSIS. 


W hile the eyes of the country have 
been fixed upon Maine, that staid and 
sober State has undergone a metamorpho­ 
sis. It has within a few days lost its long- 
cherished republican form of government, 
and has fallen under a military .dictator­ 
ship. 
A t this moment it has neither a 
Governor nor a Legislature, but General 
Chamberlain, the commander of the State 
militia, has read himself into commission 
as acting Governor, and the State is prac­ 
tically in his hands. 
This shows how easy 
it is for a State to take all the steps which 
lead to Mexicauizajjon when once the first 
step has been taken. 
Governor Garcelon 
overthrew republican institutions when he 
and his Council undertook to disfran­ 
chise the people and to put in office a 
legislature which had not been elected. 
From the moment that outrage was perpe­ 
trated everything else in the direction of 
anarchy became possible. 
There were no 
longer any checks or balances. 
The gov 
emmental nj^chine was broken, and such 
parts of it as continued to act only made 
the confusion worse confounded. 
A t pres­ 
ent nobody knows how the muddle will 
end. 
The attempts of the Fusionists to 
cast suspicion of bribery upon Blaine are 
puerile. 
It is no doubt possible that some 
fool may have attempted to use improper 
methods, hut it is perfectly clear that no­ 
body but a fool would have thought of pay­ 
ing Fusionists to resign, when they were 
making the Republican game by carrying 
out their programme. 
Of course the talk 
of bribery is a weak invention of the 
enemy 
to 
divert 
attention 
from 
the 
untenability of the Fusion position. 
But 
citizens of the republic everywhere must 
be 
anxious, not that the Republicans 
should succeed through force or by illegiti­ 
mate ways, hut that they should gain their 
ends lawfully aud constitutionally. If they 
cannot do that, it matters little whether 
they or their opponents hold the fort, for 
the defeat and disgrace of republican gov 
eminent will in that event be complete. It 
is to be hoped that the present military 
dictatorship will quietly give place to more 
orthodox arrangements, for just now the 
resemblance between Maine and Louisiana 
is so disagreeably close that the spectator 
has to ruh his eyes before he can distin­ 
guish between them. 
And when such 
things were done in Louisiana everybody 
at the North observed that this was due to 
defective civilization.

t h e ch o ttea u co m m ercial t r ea ty p r o je c t . 
W a s h in g to n , January 11th.—Among the 
letttrs on file in the State Department which 
will be included in the forthcoming annual 
volume of “ Diplomatic Correspondence,” is 
one from Minister Kasson, in which, under 
date of Vienna, May 3, 1879, he writes to 
Secretary Evarts an account of a long con­ 
versation between himself aud the French 
Embassador to Austria, Monsieur de Bort, 
concerning the questions involved in the 
Chotteau 
Commercial 
Treaty 
project. 
The conversation was unofficial hut, Kas- 
sou’s high standing and long experience as 
a memUr of the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee of the House of Representatives gives 
uncommon value to his expressed opinions on 
this subject, and as the Chotteau Bcheme dis­ 
tinctively threatens the California wine-pro­ 
ducing business, an abstract of the conversa­ 
tion will be found very interesting for the 
Pacific coast. 
Minister Kasson rei>orts that 
Monsieur De Bort opened the conversation by 
inquiries respecting the success of the volun­ 
tary French effort, still continuing, to secure a 
commercial treaty between 
the 
United 
States 
and 
France, 
by 
which 
mu­ 
tual 
special 
tariff 
concessions 
should 
be 
secured. 
Kasson 
then 
continues : 
“ Supposing at the time that it was a chance 
topic of conversation, I spoke fully of what I 
believed to be the sentiments of my country­ 
men and of my personal opinions on the sub­ 
ject, Dut in no way attempted to express the 
opiuion of my Government; nor did I at 
first imagine that he must be expressing the 
views or displaying the arguments of his 
ow n; 
but 
the 
information 
which 
I 
have 
since 
received 
renders 
it 
prob­ 
able that 
he was sounding 
my 
opin­ 
ions with a view to ascertain (officially) 
the 
chances, 
b o 
far as my declaration 
would indicate them, of including the United 
States within the sphere of the system of 
tariffs by a bargain. 
It seems proper, there­ 
fore, that I should communicate to you a 
summary of the con versatiou, as it was con­ 
ducted in the French language. 
I will only 
give the general purport. 
Referring, as I be­ 
lieved, to the Chotteau proposition, he in­ 
quired touching the probable issue of that 
scheme 
to 
establish 
a 
special 
tariff 
exclusively applicable 
to the commerce 
between 
the 
twb 
countries. 
I 
an­ 
swered bluntly that it would not 
suc­ 
ceed. 
In 
the course of the 
interview 
he elicited from me the following reasons fur 
that opinion: First, that it had been a 
traditional policy of my country to treat all 
nations with equal fairness, giving preference 
to none, applying the * most favored nation/ 
rule, and levying duties upon merchandise 
itself, nut upon the place of its production ; 
second, that it had long been the dominant 
policy in the United ¡States to keep the 
legislative 
discretion 
unbound, and 
free 
to 
change 
commercial 
duties 
according 
to the interior circumstances of the country; 
third, that the United States, at the begin­ 
ning, were largely dependent for manufac­ 
tures upon foreign countries, and desired to 
he delivered from this dependence by produc­ 
ing at home all of the articles of couqietitiou 
to which our soil, climate and conditions were 
adaptable, and to this end had protected in­ 
cipient industries by tariffs, in the hope that 
w ith a limited protection they would later 
grow strong enough for independence—a re­ 
sult which had already in various manufac­ 
tures been attained—and for this object, also, 
they kept themselves free from conflicting 
engagements 
to 
other 
nations; fourth, 
that a most important 
and 
permanent 
object of the tariff policy of the United 
States was the revenue to be derived os 
largely as possible from luxuries; ami in this 
respect, also, they preferred to be free from 
embarrassing engagrtnent. .Naturally he ob­ 
jected to a protective system, that it tended 
to increase the cost to the consumer, to which 
I also naturally replied that while that 
seemed to he its first effect, we observed its 
ultimate to be that successful home manufac­ 
ture produced domestic rivalry and competi­ 
tion, which fully replaced for the consumer 
the lost benefit of foreign competition, of 
which Bessemer steel had furnished a remark­ 
able example. 
He also objected to our high 
duties on wines and silks. 
I answered that 
these were regarded as luxuries, which should 
contribute largely to the revenue. 
I added 
that the consumption of French wines was 
not so much 
affected 
by the duty 
as 
he 
might believe, 
inasmuch 
as 
they 
were 
chiefly drank 
by 
the 
wealthier 
people, who would have them equally with or 
without the duty. 
Toward the close of our 
conversation he spoke of the possibility of 
France (he may have included other coun­ 
tries) imposing high duties on our breadstuffs, 
provision, etc., in compensation (or retalia­ 
tion) for the high American duties on French 
importations. 
To this I announced that if 
France inqiosed 
duties, not for the in­ 
terest of her 
own 
people, but against 
the 
interest 
of 
another 
people, 
that 
would be initiative of a war of tariff, 
which might be carried to any extent. 
That 
was always possible, and its result was not 
before seen. 
Its first manifest effect, how­ 
ever, would be to enhance the cost of the 
necessaries of life to Frenchmen themselves. 
The general tenor of the views I expressed to 
him, founded upon our tariff history, was 
that it would too much hamper our freedom 
of 
action 
in respect to both 
revenue 
and 
protection, f and too much 
involve 
us 
in 
difficulties 
with 
our 
friendly 
nations 
should 
we 
establish 
with 
one 
of them an exceptional treaty, granting ex­ 
ceptional tariff favors.” In concluding his 
dispatch Minister Kasson expresses the belief 
that efforts are likely to be made in some 
parts of Europe to apply a retaliatory tariff, 
with a view to drive us into the system of 
special 
commercial 
treaties, 
but 
he 
adds: 
“ It 
is 
our 
good 
fortune to 
produce 
aDd 
export 
leading 
staples 
which Europe must have to sustain her own 
industries, and she cannot carry very far a 
system of taxing the raw fibers of her own 
prosperity or the bread and meat on which 
her workmen live.” 
KLAMATH INDIAN RESERVATION. 
Representative Berry will to-morrow in 
troduce a bill to abolish the KLamatli Indian 
reservation in California. The bill directs 
the Secretary of the Interior to cause the 
whole of the reservation to be surveyed and 
opened up immediately for disposal under the 
homestead, pre-emption and mining laws.

to date back their application for homestead 
and pre-emption to their respective periods 
of occupancy, but their claims must be made 
to conform to the Government rectangular 
surveys, and be limited by al] fither require­ 
ments of tbe existing law.

W a s h in g to n , January 11th.—The annal 
report of the National Hoard of Health, con­ 
taining an account of the operations of the 
past year, will probably be transmitted to 
(Congress to-morrow. 
It is the opinion of the 
Hoard that if during the past winter, at all 
points where fever has prevailed during the 
past summer, care be taken to obtain thor­ 
ough ventilation and exposure to the cold of 
all houses and inclosed 
spaces, and 
all 
bedding, clothing etc., and if local sanitari- 
auism be vigorously and properly carried out, 
there will be little danger of an epidemic of 
yellow fever next year from the causes now 
existing in the country. 
It is believed 
that inspection 
stations for 
steamboats 
should 
be established 
on 
the 
Missis­ 
sippi river at New Orleans, 
Vicksburg, 
just below Memphis, and Cairo, at which 
all boats should be examined by competent 
inspectors and a certificate as to the sanitary 
condition of the boat given. 
The cost of es­ 
tablishing these stations is estimated at 835,­ 
000. 
The expenditures of the Board from the 
date of organization to December 31at, 1879, 
were 8154,000. 
The estimate for defraying 
the future expenses.of the Hoard was submit­ 
ted as follows : 
January 1st, 1880, to June 
30th, 1880, 8*284,330; from July 1st, 1880, to 
June 30th, 1881, 8202,060. 
It is also advised 
that an appropriation of about 810,000 be 
made to hold in reserve for the emergency of 
the recurrence of such expenditures as those 
of 1879, and to be u«ed solely for the purpose 
of inland quarantine in case of such au out­ 
break.

WALK [KG 
MATCH. 


The woman’s walking match during Sat­ 
urday and Sunday drew very large crowds to 
the Pavilion—that of last evening was qpe of 
the largest gatherings ever seen in th at ca­ 
pacious building. 
The interest Saturday 
evening showed decided increase over th at oí 
any previous day. 
Von Berg had been on the 
track very nearly the whole of Friday night 
and showed lines of suffering iu her coun­ 
tenance, but her step Saturday was quite as 
quick and springy as a t any time, and at 5 
o’clock she led T ourtilott four miles. 
She 
was decidedly the favorite, aud very few but 
believed she would win. 
Saturday evening 
she went to her tent early, unable to endure 
another night of broken rest, while Tour­ 
tilott hobbled and staggered painfully about 
the course, and about 8:30 recovered her place 
of first on the score, and at 10 o’clock led her 
rival five miles. 
She was loudly cheered 
aud this brought Von Berg again to the 
track, which she took with a sudden run just 
beside Tourtilott, and the two wont around 
the course amidst w i'd cheering. 
Von Berg, 
however, now retired, and did not appear 
again until yesterday morning, when she 
forced a run of four miles which Tourtilott 
accepted aud ran out. 
Tourtilott did what 
is conceded to be a remarkable feat for a 
woman. 
She remained on the track for 
twelve hours, 
from 9:45 A. M. Saturday, 
with less than 15 minutes rest in all; and in 
17 consecutive hours she took but one aud a 
half hour’s rest. 
I t was yesterday early ad­ 
m itted that Von Berg conceded the first 
place permanently to her rival. 
Very many 
in consequence believed that she had thrown 
the race purposely. 
The rumor 
became 
prominent and led to inquiry. 
H er attend­ 
ants and friends denied point blank the in­ 
sinuation, 
aud asserted 
that 
while she 
appeared to 
move 
so 
easily, 
the 
fact 
was she was nearly stifled with the to­ 
bacco smoke in the room ; that it affected 
her lungs seriously, and th at she had suffered 
two hysterical tits and two fainting spells, 
and could uot, and would not, for all the 
prizes iu the land, walk out the race and 
keep ahead of Tourtilott, but th a tju a pure 
atmosphere she would have won easily, and 
the fact that she walked the best always be­ 
tween 12 midnight and 4 A. M , when the hall 
was clear of smoke, was proof of the claim. 
The referees, Higgs and M urray, gave it as 
their opinion that there was never a more 
genuine, or a fairer contest than between 
Von Berg aud Tourtilott, and W iley and Lee, 
and they were willing to go to the public on 
th at statement. 
They had observed closely, 
visited the contestants a t ail hours, and be­ 
lieved fully in the honesty of the contest. 
Nevertheless, the opinion remained last night 
with very many people th at Von Berg could 
have won, and the belief will undoubtedly 
continue to be entertained. 
Tourtilott has 
shown herself to be a good walker and 
possessed of 
great endurance; she won 
the match 
by a score 
excellent for a 
course w ith such abrupt turns and re­ 
quiring 
80 
many 
laps 
to 
the 
mile, 
rihe began 
the 
race 
with few friends 
and won it, though the popular expression 
was in favor of her rival, and the encourage­ 
ment of the audience generally went out to 
her opponent. 
The race term inated at 10 
o’clock last night amid much cheering and 
hurrah. 
Tourtilott and Von Berg came to 
the score arm iu arm, as alsu did Lee and 
W iley, Fitzgerald and Robinson, Grafton 
and Taylor. 
Messrs. Love and Thall, bear­ 
ing an American flag, headed the piocession, 
which went once around the course, the audi­ 
ence shouting itself hoarse meanwhile and 
s irgiug from side to side of the hall to cat h 
glimpses of the parade. 
A t the score, the 
second time, referee M urray delivered the 
gold-medal badges, which are handsome spe­ 
cimens, awarding T ourtilott the first. Von 
Berg the second. 
H e declared his belief in 
the fairness of the race, and said there had 
been but one appeal, and th at a trivial one, 
in the whole six days. 
H e complimented 
Wiley and Lee on their pluck aud endurance, 
and declared them third and fourth winners 
respectively. 
This ended the scene, aud the 
women, supported by their attendants—and 
they all needed support—hobbled back to 
their tents, and soon after were taken from 
the halL 
the score.

T he E clipse.—T he eclipse of the sun yes­ 
terday afternoon was a success. The sky was 
clear, with the exception of a few thin clouds 
just before sunset, but which did not inter­ 
fere with observations at this point. 
The 
eclipse put in its appearance at precisely the 
time appointed, and carried out the published 
programme without variation. 
Soon after 
half-past 2 P. M., a peculiar condition of the 
sunlight could be recognized, which rapidly 
increased until about2:45, when the firstcontact 
was observable. The first contact took place 
at at out 30 degrees to the right of lowest point 
of the sun’s disc and traveling in a somewhat 
semicircular direction along its southern limb, 
passed off at tiie point diametrically opposite 
its first approach. 
The greatest degree of 
obscuration, as viewed from this city, was 
about ele veil-twelfths of 
the 
sun’s sur­ 
face, which was reached a little prior to four 
o’clock, and from which time it gradually 
diminished 
till 
about 
4:58, 
when 
it 
disappeared just as the sun was setting. 
W hile the light was very much changed dur­ 
ing the eclipse, and all colors were unnatural 
— wearing a ghastly gray and eouibre ap­ 
pearance—it was not so daik or shaded as to 
necessitate lamplighting. or interfere even 
with reading the finest print. 
I t will be in­ 
teresting to observe the accounts as to differ­ 
ence in appearance of the eclipse as seen at 
different stations but a short distance from 
each other.

SNOWY" SIERRAS. 


The recent snow-storm, which was men­ 
tioned in Saturday’s 
R e c o rd - U n io n , con­ 
tinued until Sunday morning, and did much 
damage. 
The trains going east only went as 
far as Colfax and A lta, and the overland 
train coming west was compelled to stop at 
Truckee. 
The telegraph wires this side of 
that point were prostrated, thus cutting off 
all communication, and preventing satisfac­ 
tory reports of the storm. 
Nearly 2,000 feet 
of snow-sheds were crushed in by the im­ 
mense weight of snow th a t slid upon them, 
and were buried sometimes to ihe depth of 25 
feet. 
In other storms a greater ;amount of 
snow has fallen but a severe wind made 
this the worst ever known. 
The following information was received by 
telegrams of yesterday aud last n ig h t: 
The 
snow sheds began falling on Friday forenoon 
at Yuba Pass, two miles east of Em igrant 
Gap. 
During the afternoon of Friday, 100 
feet of corrugated iron shed blew down near 
the same place. 
No. 0 train dashing into the 
snow and timbers caused more shedding to 
fall, and the forward portion of the train was 
buried completely. 
Three men were covered 
up for some time, but were not seriously in­ 
jured. 
Buckley’s snow-pluw from Truckee 
reached the wreck, with section men, in the 
evening, aud succeeded in drawing a portion 
of No. 0 train back to Cisco. 
Burns’ snow­ 
plough ran to the Summit, but being badly 
disabled during the trip, it was forced to re­ 
turn to Truckee. 
A snow-plough, with foity 
men, left Truckee in the afternoon to clear 
the wreck. 
Buckley’s snow-plough is impris­ 
oned at Cisco. 
I t stormed fiercely all Friday 
night. 
The wind blew a tornado. Yesterday 
morning there was a clear akv, hut in the af­ 
ternoon it blew hard to the west of the Sum­ 
mit. 
I t is difficult to obtain, as yet, the esti­ 
mate of what damage has been done. 
The 
storm e.\tsnded|is far east as Verdi, Nevada. 
A dispatch from Truckee reads as follows : 
Railroad men pronounce the recent storm tl e 
most destructive ever known in the moun­ 
tains. 
A furious gale has prevailed continu­ 
ously, uprooting trees, and producing fre­ 
quent avahmches. 
Drifting snow piled upon 
tiie roof and against the sides of the snow- 
sheds, assisted the gale in wrenching off the 
strongest timbers like pipe stems. 
Sixteen 
hundred feet of shed, at the least calculation, 
were down at one time. 
The Railroad Com­ 
pany has put forth every effort to open the 
road. 
Four hundred men have been working 
all day clearing away the wreck. 
The im ­ 
prisoned trains have all been liberated, and 
the track is e’ear. 
The storm has ceased, 
and the weather is clear and cool. 
The 
thermometer was at 20° below zero this 
morning. 
The wrecks have all been cleared up and 
the overland came through, reaching here at 
3:30 p. M. yesterday, bringing with her con­ 
siderable snow and a weary lot of passengers. 
The freight trains iu the mountains have 
commenced running, and all trains will be on 
time to-day. 
I t is feared, however, th at it 
will be difficult to keep the track clear if the 
wind blows again, owing to the destruction of 
the sheds and the banking up of the suow.

A c c i d e n t a l l y S h o t . — Yesterday after­ 
noon, while Frank Childs and Samuel Beede, 
a merchant on J street, between N inth and 
Tenth, were out. hunting about five miles 
from the city, the latter was accidentally 
shot.

RAILROAD TALK AT THE EA8T—FEINTS 
AT 
RAILROAD 
BUILDING. 


An Occasional Correspondent Clears up the 
Mist from Much Gossip about Rail­ 
ways and Financeerlng.

N e w Y o r k , Jan u ary 1, 1880. 
Regarding the proposed extension of 
railw a^lines to the Pacific coast in such 
num bers, it will be well enough for your 
readers not to be over-credulons. 
T here is 
a good deal of sharp financiering, in the 
newspapers, about Pacific railroads, and 
railroads th a t are to be built to the Pacific, 
a part of which is the n atural im agination 
attem pting to forecast w hat is to happen 
in th e future, and more of it w hich is 
simply m aneuvering among the different 
corporations for some Advantage ot posi­ 
tion. 
iu other words, there are a great 
many feints a t building railroads which 
will never be carried out, and are not in­ 
tended to be. 
I m ay enum erate the 
schemes now occupying the attention of 
railroad and financial gossips. 
In the first 
place it is settled th a t 


NO AID CAN BE HAD FROM CONGRESS 
For building roads, and it is doubtful, in 
the present tem per of public opinion, 
w hether even the old land grants, which 
have become profitable by reason of non­ 
perform ance of the w ork as stipulated, 
could now be revived by favorable legisla­ 
tion. 
The N orthern Pacific, having con­ 
verted its m ortgage bonds into stock, has 
prepared the way for more borrow ing, aud 
by way of precaution has issued a separate 
mortgage on its new road w est of the M is­ 
souri River, including in the lien the lands 
alongside which it hopes to get. 
I t is 
hard to say where th e money comes from 
to build the extension of th is road, b ut as 
the first 200 miles is a cheap line, it is prob­ 
ably furnished by a ring of th e largest 
owners, in the hope of putting the enter­ 
prise into a more hopeful looking shape so 
they can sell out. 
I t will take at least ten 
years to finish the N orthern Pacific, and 
maybe tw enty. 
N ext there is the Texas 
Pacific, which occupies a som ewhat sim ilar 
position. 
The stockholders of this road 
have for years been m aking unavailing ef­ 
forts to raise money to extend it. 
The 
progress of the Southern Pacific along the 
chosen route across California and Arizona, 
lias settled the fact th a t this company will 
build no road in the T erritories or on the 
Pacific. 
I t would only be too glad to get 
as far as th e w estern boundary of Texas at 
the Rio G rande. 
I t is true a report has 
recently been started in th e papers, of a 
com bination of Dillon, Gould, Sage, P ull­ 
m an and others, organizing a construction 
company to build the 750 miles to the Rio 
G rande, near M esilla, w here it would meot 
w ith the road coming east from California. 
There is a suspicious look about it, bu t it 
may be true. 
I t is the fashion nowadays 
for prom oters of new projects to use the 
names of Gould, Sage and Pullm an for their 
purposes, and as these men never take the 
pains to deny the reports (and may rather 
enjoy them , when they have no foundation), 
they are frequently used iu this connection 
for putting u p stocks or th e reverse. 


GOULD AND SAGE 
Are W all street speculators—th a t is th eir 
business, and th ey understand it th o r­ 
oughly—b ut as builders of railroads they 
have never figured very largely. 
True, 
Gould and Dillon have' b u ilt a piece here 
and there to bead off or in ju re a rival 
concern, and are now building a narrow - 
gauge tow ard Oregon in order to anticipate 
the N orthern Pacific and tak e its best 
trade. 
In like m anner they built the Col- 
oradoG entral to bring the Kansas Pacific to 
term s, and having secured it, th ey found 
another rival to it in th e Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe. 
Ti.is brings m e to speak of 
the contest, which has latterly become 
som ething of a paper contest, too, betw eeu 
the m anagem ent of the Union and Kansas 
Pacific and D enver aud Rio G rande roads 
on the one side and the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe on the other. 
B oth compa­ 
nies started their lines for the L.eadville 
mines in Southern Colorado, and collided 
as to the right of way through one of the 
canyons. The struggle, which was ilecided 
legally in tavor of the Denver and Rio 
Grande, was m et by a sort of bluffing 
counter-proposal of th e Boston p arty (the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe) to push a 
road right through to the Pacific, to be re­ 
venged on their opponents. 
This was tan ­ 
tam ount to supplem enting a line of 850 
miles of road over th e plains, doing a good 
local business, by an extension of a thou­ 
sand miles over rough aud desert country. 
It was at this juncture th a t the Boston 
men, who are no m atch for the shrew d 
New Y orkers, fell into a trap prepared by 
some cunning and rich Jew s who have con­ 
trol of the old A tlantic and Pacific Com­ 
pany. 
T his road has lately been chris­ 
tened the 


6T. LOUIS AND SAN FRANCISCO, 
And th e title would be appropriate enough 
if it had thirty-seven miles added to its 
eastern end and about 1,500 to its w estern 
end. 
I t has been in the m arket for year?, 
an elephant on the hands of its owners, 
who paid the losses from their own pockets 
quietly, and lo ! and behold, w ith the re­ 
turn of better tim es pu t up th e Btock by 
sales to them selves to 40, 50, and even 70. 
By some sort of jockeying they managed 
to dispose of half their interest to the Bos­ 
ton concern, which had up to th a t tim e 
been in good local credit. 
Sóme attem pt 
will be made to unload the joint concern on 
t íe publi •, by a tw enty-five million loan (o 
sta rt w ith. 
The present m arket rates of 
the securities of both concerns look as it 
they were getting ready to sell something. 
There are indications th at it will fail. 
The 
w ell known difficulties of the route, the 
barrenness of the country, and th e certain 
com petition it m ust m eet from th e Union 
Pacific, ou the one side, and the Southern 
Pacific on the other, will deter heavy cap­ 
italists and banks from lending money, and 
w ithout th a t it is impossible. 
M eantime 
it is significant th a t both these contesting 
companies are running a race by th eir sur­ 
veying parties down the Rio G rande from 
Santa Domingo, some forty-five miles above 
A lbuquerque, to F o rt Thorn, near Mesilla, 
a distance of 250 miles. 
The only object 
of this, if it is in earnest, m ust be to con­ 
nect there w ith the approaching Southern 
Pacific. 
T his 32d parallel route, though a 
trifle longer in distance, will be much the 
easiest in grade and quickest in tim e, the 
35th being full of sum m its and ugly ascents 
aud descents. 
I t is, however, more likely, 
merely a cheap dem onstration to help the 
stock and bonds of both companies, to 
enable the m anagers to unload oil the pub­ 
lic, or on the banks as collaterals for loans. 
My ow n impression is th a t whenever they 
pu t th eir surveyors into the w ork sctoss 
the country on the line of th e A tlantic and 
Pacific there will be a reluctance to putting 
so m uch money into it. 
M eantim e the 
route down the Rio G rande V alley is easy 
and cheap, and th e E astern and W estern 
companies are a ln u t equal distances from 
the m eeting point near M esilla.

So th a t you perceive your prospects are 
very good for a road along the G ila route, 
w ith a connection northw ard to Denver 
and Chicago by one or the other of these tv.o 
routes, and, in the course of tim e, for a 
St. Louis connection via the Tex a Pacific 
and Iron M ountain.

The gentlem an from A lam eda who was 
upon th e floor a few m om ents ago said th a t he rep ­ 
resented th e people. 
W ell, I do also, p artly , and 
v et I am a R epublican.

He appointed three. 
lie took one of th e co n stitu ­ 
en ts of m y friend from Santa Or- z. 
H e took th ree 
gentlem en—all honorable g entlem en—and th e th ree 
have been sitting. 
They have been incubating. 
The city was authorized u n d er th e A ct to appoint 
th ree Com m issioners 
to 
offset 
th e th re e a p ­ 
pointed by th e gentlem an 
w ho claim s to own 
Lake Merced. 
It is not necessary for m e to go into 
d ttails, b u t sim ply to say th a t by hook an d by 
crook tw o m en have been enabled to claim some 
so rt of au th o rity to sit on th a t B oard to rep resen t 
San F’rancisco. 
The th ird position has gone beg­ 
ging. 
A gentlem an, by th e nam e of Crowley, 
know n to m yself and you perh ap s, was honored 
w ith th e appointm ent, and he very respectfully d e ­ 
clined. 
Then requisition was m ade upon th e Demo­ 
cratic p arty for a m an, and a very bono able and 
very high-toned gentlem an, Mr. W in. T. Colem an, 
received th e appointm ent to rep resen t San Francisco 
and sit upon th a t B oard, and 
he 
indignantly 
spum ed th e offer, 
and 
said 
h e 
was n o t y e t 
prepared to engage in any such operation. 
A ny one 
who know s W m . T. Colem an, would have know n th a t 
th a t w ould have been ju s t w h at he w ould have said. 
It was like him ; a photograph of th e m an. 
Then 
San Francisco had upon th a t B oard, o r pretended 
Board, b u t tw o representatives. 
The th in g was to 
he m ade ri« h t, and th re e of th em being all on one 
side and th e three o thers, perhaps, all on the o th er 
side, th e Rogers A ct provides th a t th e C ounty Judge 
of San Francisco should app o in t th e seventh and he 
should g;t as um pire. 
He appointed a m an and he 
sat and he signed a verdict th a t San Francisco should 
buy th a t pool Of w ater in w hich fish will n o t d i e - 
th e w ater is good enough for fish to live in i t —they 
do not die in it unless they are c'.light. 
H e signed 
an aw aid, w ithin th e last tw o days, for $1,500,000, 
As a sig n atu re upon to at aw ard, th e only solitary 
m an ou it to give a verdict ag ain st San Francisco, 
was Dr. Mears, of San Francisco. 
N ot an o th er man. 
T here vou have an aw ard ag ain st San Francisco for 
a m illion and a half of dollars, aud th e only signa­ 
tu re upon it and th e only one to bind h er to it as 
representing San Francisco, is Dr. M ears of .th at 
city. 
T here is th e plain u nvarnished tale, Mr. 
Speaker and gentlem en of th e A ssem bly, and I will 
not dem and yo u r atten tio n longer, for you know th e 
w hole of it. 
I th an k you and beg h ea itily th a t you 
m ay vote to repeal th a t Act. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 
Mr. A n t h o n y — I am very glad th a t th e gentlem an 
from San Francisco has given us som e lig h t upon 
th is first act of ours as legislators. 
F o r th e first 
tim e we are called upon to pass a law. 
W ell, now, 
so far as th is question is concerned, it im m ediately 
in terests San Francisco locally. 
It certain ly is sec­ 
tional. The whole people of th e S tate sym pathize w ith 
San Francisco. 
I t is o u r g reat com m ercial center. 
W ithout going to speak In reference to th a t Com­ 
m ission or any o th er step s th a t have been tak en 
u n d er th is Rogers A ct, we m u st bear in m ind th a t 
it is nearly four years old. 
T here has one Legisla­ 
tu re intervened since th is A ct w as passed th a t we 
are now called uj.on to repeal. 
W hy w asn’t it re­ 
pealed then ? 
I ask th a t question. 
W hy w asn’t it 
repealed tw o re a rs ago ? T hen they had a C o n stitu ­ 
tion u n d er w hich local or sectional legislation was 
allowed. 
I learn, how ever, th a t it was n ot done. 
Probably it ought to be done now. 
I know nothing 
to th e contrary. 
I believe, from th e inform ation 1 
have got, th a t th e San Francisco delegation are a 
u n it for repealing th a t Act. 
B u t have n ot some 
rig h ts accrued already ? I listened to heai a rep o rt 
fr«»m th e C om m ittee on Judiciary. 
H ere we have 
this bill th a t was referred to th a t com m ittee, b u t I 
have n o t heard any rep o rt on th e law q uestion in 
th is m atter. 
It is 
THE LAW QUESTION 
T h at b others me. 
One of th e gentlem en from San 
Francisco said th a t a portion of th is L egislature was 
constitutional law} era, and th a t th ey considered 
every o th e r m an try in g to violate th e new C onstitu­ 
tion. 
So far as I ain concerned I am here profess­ 
ing to un d erstan d som eth i' g of th e new C onstitu­ 
tio n iu m y hum ble way. 
A d now I call atten tio n , 
Mr. S]>eaker, to tw o of th e prohibition clauses o f the 
C onstitution against special legislation, and if th is 
is clearlv against th e C onstitution, w hy 1 m u st vote 
against it. 
If it is not, I will vote for this bill. 
B ut 
nere for th e first tU ;e, I th in k we should tak e tim e 
and settle th is question as to w h at is adrniss ble for 
us to pass in th e shape of a law. 
Now I read the 
sixteenth prohibition as laid upon th e L egislature. 
It shall n o t pass local o r special law s “ releasing 
or 
extinguish! g. iu w hole o r in p art, th e in ­ 
debtedness, liability o r ubiitpition of any corpo- 
ritin n nr ptnton to th is St,<t« or to any m unicipal 
corporation th e re in .” I w ould lik e to know w hether 
th is bill comes u n d er th a t. F u rth e r, th e u in e tesn th 


p ro h ib itio n , “ g ran tin g to any corporation, associa 
tion o r individual any special o r exclusive rig h t, 
privilege or im m u n ity .” 
If th e repealing of this 
bill g ra n ts to San Francisco any p articu lar priv i­ 
lege as ag ain st th e R ogers A ct o r any action th a t 
m ay have been ta k en by th a t Com m ission to con­ 
dem n Lake M erced, I p»etend to say th a t if it Í9 a re­ 
lief to San Francisco as ag ain st any person o r in d i­ 
vidual, it strik s m e th a t it is clearly u n co n stitu ­ 
tional. 
I t strik e s ine it is p ro h ib ited h ere now. 
A ction had been ta k en u n d er th e law, an d it is now 
fo r ju d icial action. 
I t is now 


FOR TI1K COURTS TO 8E1TLE. 
My cou n ty has special law s fo r roads and fo r salaries 
of office! s, and for alm ost everything, and they m u st 
ru n on u n til we can reach th em by a general law. 
I t strik e s ¿ue th a t is th e in ten tio n of th e new Con­ 
stitu tio n , and th a t we have a n g h tto repeal any law 
th a t ina> refer to my cou n ty o r any countv th a t will 
conflict w ith any rig h ts th a t have been g ran ted to 
th e people, o r to a person o r corporation. 
T hat is 
th e idea I have of th is m a tte r, and 1 w ould like to 
have som e light on th e m atter. 
Mr. M a y b k l l — i will state w hy I shall favor the 
repeal of th e R ogers A-1. 
I have read th a t A ct 
and I am in favor of repealing it because I believe 
it m u st have been w ritten by a corporation atto rn ey 
in favor of a corporation. 
I believe it is dog eat 
dog. 
I believe th a t it is Lake M erced aga n st 
Spring Valley, and Spring Valley ag ainst Lake M er­ 
ced, and th a t when rogues fall o u t honest m en g et 
th e ir dues. 
B ut behind this A ct of repeal m ay be a 
black cloud of corru p tio n 
Probably upon th e de­ 
stru ctio n of a lesser evil jt m ay be sought to build 
u p a g reater one ; b u t th e m ajo rity of the San 
Francisco delegation will be a t all tim es ready to 
vote to repeal a corp ration A ct, and they will also 
be a t all tim es in favor of fighting th e su b stitu tio n 
of an y th in g in th e shape of a corporation A ct. T hat 
is w hy I shall favor th e repeal. 
Mr. Du B rutz was perfectly w illing and anxious 
to favor any bill th a t was in th e in terest of th e peo­ 
ple m ost concerned. 
If th e bill w ould be to the 
advantage of San Francisco he w anted to have it 
passed. 
B u t he w ould like to know if th e repealing

THE EFFECT OF IT? 
H e w as satisfied th a t th e people of San Francisco 
had for years been com plaining of th e high rate 
charged by th e S pring Valley W ater Com pany, and 
he feared th a t th is A ct m<ght saddle th a t com pany 
upon th e o ity . 
H e w ould like to h ear som ething 
m ore upon th a t point. 
5 
Mr. H a r d y of San Francisco favored th e repeal, 
and gave as h is reasons th a t th ere was an a ttem p t 
to condem and purchase Lake M erced, a pond near 
th e ocean beach, w hich w ould n ot supply m ore 
th an o n e-q u arter of th e w ater dem anded by San 
Francisco, and w hich was n ot connected w ith th a t 
city by m ains. 
H e elaborated his reasons a t length. 
Mr. Mehry felt th a t he w ould be d erelict in the 
d u ty w hich he owed to his co n stitu en ts, th e people 
of th e city an d county of San Francisco, if he failed 
to raise his voice in behalf of th is bill and to ask for 
its passage. 
In doing so he w ould answ er th e ques­ 
tion of th e g entlem an from S anta Cruz, as to why 
th is Rogers A ct had n o t been repealed before.

was because it bad been ascertained by the opinion 
of t he S uprem e C ourt th a t th e Com m ission would 
only have pow er to condem n w ater o r w ater rights 
on th e peninsula of San Francisco.

AGAINST THE BILL. 
H e voted th a t way on th e g round th a t it was n ot 
rig h t to p ush any bill th ro u g h so quick. I t had been 
stated th a t San Francisco was in danger, and th a t it 
was necessary to pass th is bill so quick because this 
Comm ission had m et. 
He believed th a t if th e Com­ 
m issioners had n o t condem ned th e pro p erty th e bill 
w ould have been b ro u g h t u p anyw ay. 
Mr. T yler favored th e repea. of th e bill because 
he had som e p roperty iu terest in San Francisco 
H e w ent hack to th e pa* age of th e A ct and recited 
th e action tak en u n d er it since 
H e did n o t believe 
th e city of San Francisco could be m ade to pay the 
aw ard, b u t th e passage of th is bill would save the 
ci'y from m uch expensive litigation As to its being 
co n trary to th e C o nstitution, th a t w as m ere sham . 
The sections alluded to had n o th in g to do w ith it. 
Mr. S inos favored th e passage of th e bill because 
th e people of San Francisco w anted it passed. T hat 
was enough for him . 
Mr. McDadk favored th e repeal of th e Rogers A ct 
because it gave too m uch pow er to one m an, and be­ 
cause th e people of San Francisco w anted it re ­ 
pealed. 
IN DOUBT. 
Mr. C arr of Y uba was in g reat d o u b t about th e 
p ro p riety of passing th e bill, a3 he had never yet 
been able to find o u t w hat it was San Francisco 
w anted on th e w ater question. 
The press of th a t 
city never agreed on it, and he could n o t decide. 
Mr. F inlayson favored th e passage of th e bill. 
He recited, a t some length, th e course of the p ro ­ 
ceedings u n d er the R ogers A ct, and took th e same 
g ro n n J as Mr. May. 
.Mr. Braunhart favored th e passage of the hill 
because it was universally dem anded by th e people 
of San Francisco. 
The W orkingm en of San F ran ­ 
cisco hod n o t been pledged to th e repeal of the 
Rogers A ct as th e R epublicans had, b u t they de­ 
sired to carry o u t th e w ishes of th e people of San 
F rancisco. 
T he sen tim en t th ere was universal in 
favor of th e repeal. 
No d o u b t th is bill did please 
th e S pring V aliev. 
It was a case of dog ea t dog, as 
h is colleague had said. 
I t was a co n test between 
th e houses of M ontague and C apulet, and h e sai<l: 


A PLAGUE OS BOTH YOUR HOUSES. 
He knew p erfectly well w hy Spring V alley desired 
th e repeal of th e R ogers A ct, b u t San Francisco id 
not w an t th is pond of w ater called Lake Merced. 
Mr. Carr of Y uba—I m ove we adjo u rn . 
Lost. 
Mr. D el V alle favored th e passage of th e bill be­ 
cause it was universally dem anded by th e people of 
San Francisco. 
Mr. G afpey favored th e bill because th e people of 
San Francisco desired it, and for no o th er reason. 
Mr. Mc I n t o s h did n o t see th e u se m tak in g up all 
th is tim e in talking ab o u t it. 
He hoped they would 
let Mr. Fox close th e debate and tak e a vote. 
Mr. McCalligk hoped th e bill would pass unani­ 
m ously. H e was iu favor of it because S&n Francisco 
w anted it. 
Mr. M cG u ir e felt th a t th e (>eople of San Francisco 
w anted th e R ogers A ct repealed, and th a t it was his 
d u ty to vote for it. 
Mr. Cook was n o t y et determ in ed and w anted to 
h ear from Mr. Fox, th e a u th o r of th e bill, as to w hat 
condition th e rej»eal of th is A ct w ould leave San 
Francisco in. 
THE AUTHOR’S REMARKS. 
Mr. Fox—M r. Speaker, I feel som e in terest in the 
passage of th e bill before th e H ouse, and I will en­ 
deavor before I sit dow n to explain to th e m em bers 
of th e H ouse w hat it is th a t we arc try in g to repeal 
and w hat will be its effect. 
B u t before I en ter upon 
th a t explanation I feel th a t in ju stice to myself I 
should p u t m yself on a fair footing and u n d erstan d ­ 
ing w ith

Much

th a t corporation, I could n o t b u t believe th a t th e 
allusions w ere to m yself. 
T h a t I was upon th is 
floor, th e au th o r of this bill, represen tin g th e Spring 
Valley W ater W orks. 
No.v, I w an t to say, and I be­ 
lieve those m em bers of th is Assem bly who have known 
me fo rm ao y years—and th an k God th ere are some of 
them here who have know n m e for so m etim e—th a t I 
am not upon th is floor th e atto rn ey of th e Spring 
Valley W ater W orks. 
I am a law yer, it is true.

I DEHI’ISE THE LAWYER 
W ho w ill ever go into a legislative body to legislate 
his own claim s th ro u g h th e C ourts, o r those of his 
clients 
I wish it d istin ctly understood th a t I itan d 
here as th e representative of th e people. 
They are 
m y clients first, last and all th e tim e, w hen we come 
to m ake laws ; when we coine in to th e o th e r branch 
of th e g o vernm ent to in terp ret laws and find out the 
rig h ts of individuals, w hether those individuals be 
natu ral b o m persons o r artificial ones, th ere I ap­ 
pear and speak fo r m y clients.
